Allen B. Darling died at 3 o'clock yes 


terday morning at his bpme on Church 
street, aged 89 years. He had been out 
of health for a number of y.ars, and a 
year ago last July he suffered a shock 
of paralysis which affected his mind. 
His physical condition, however, was 
comfortable till last week, when there 
came a sudden change for the worse, 


i and from ,that time he failed steadily 


tiil death ensuec. 


Mr. Darling was born in North Ad- 


ams March 17, 1812, and was the son 


• of George and Lydia Darling. 
His 


1 grandfather came here from Westerly 
R. L. and was one of four men who 
owned practically all the land now 
covered by the city, when a young 
man he engaged in the lumber business 
and the manufacture o^ pails, 
but 


later he engaged in the wall paper and 
painting business, which he conducted 
successfully for many years. Pie was 
obliged to retire 14 years ago on ac- 
count of failing health, and had since 
that time lived quietly at his home 
on Church street. 


Mr. Darling was one of the oldest as 


well as one of the best known men in 
the city. He had been a member of 
the baptist church for over 40 years 
and was one of the, oldest members of 
the socieTy. He witnessed the growth 
of the city from a small hamlet and 
saw remarkable changes in real estate 
values and other things. In his active 
days he was an industrious and hard 
working man, and he held a conspic- 
uous place in the business circles of 
the town up to the time of his retire- 
ment. 
Mr. Darling always took la 


keen interest in the affairs of the town 
though never a seeker of public office. 
He held various town offices in the old 
days and was for years a constable. 
This was in the -old prohibitory days, 
when there were serious duties to per 
form, but he never flinched in the dis 
charge of his duty, which was per- 
formed with a vigor and impartiality 
that aroused bitter enmities, and on 
two occasiones his house was fired as 
the result of his effective work in sup 
pressing the illega lliqu°r traffic. 
He 


was a staunch republican, and had 
voted for 17 presidential candidates, 
all whigs or republicans. He went to 
the polls last fall and cast his vote for 
Governor Crane. 


In 1S30 Mr Darling married Phoebe 


Ann Lewis of Petersburg. N. Y., and 
nine children were born to them, of 
whom only two are living. These are 
Charles A. Darling and Mrs. C. H. 
Lewis of this city. His wife died a 
number of years ago. Besides his son 
and daughter he leaves seven grand- 
children 
and 
four great-greandchil- 


dren. The grandchildren are Charles 
E, Will'am J. and Nellie L. Darling of 
this city, Mrs. E. C. Ripley of Hll- 
hurn, N. Y., George W. Darting of 
Boston, J. M. Darby of this city and 
George A. Darby of Troy, N. Y .

Tills Dlictue. 


j The tragic ending of the tragic life 
of the Empress Frederick has given a 
bew meaning to the pathetic appeal 
.which King Edward made to English 
medical men to spare no effort to eom- 
fcat "that other terrible disease—can- 
cer," writes the London correspondent 
of the NCAV York Evening Post. Sir 
James Paget, the famous English phy- 
Bician, once declared that "every one 
would have cancer if only he lived 
long enough," and that must, I sup- 
pose, be accepted as a fact. But it is 
evident from the medical comments of 
the week that there is no ground for 
asserting that the disease is on the in- 
crease in this country. An English 
physician, who Speaks with authority, 
assures me, on tbe contrary, that, al- 
though the essential nature of the dis- 
ease baa so far baffled research, con- 
siderable progress can be recorded dur- 
ing the past two decades. In some 
notes he has sent me he says: 


"Just as in the case of consumption, 


cancer was believed to be mainly due 
to some inherited fault of constitution, 
and it need hardly be said that this 
hypothesis engendered a despairing 
'frame of mind In tbo practitioner as 
well as the patient. The present gen- 
eral belief throughout the British med- 
ical profession, in support of which 
numerous facts might be adduced, is 
that the disease la at first entirely local 
or limited, and in ail probability the 
result of the growth of some specific 
micro organism. The constitution may 
possibly have some Influence—It is a 
question of relative suitability of soil 
and seed—but It would not appear to 
be so nearly so important a factor as 
In some other parasitic diseases-tuber- 
culosis, for example. The conclusion 
follows that If the disease la recognized 
early enough and is In some accessible 
part from which It can be removed 
freely by the surgeon, there should be 
a fair chance that It may never recur; 
and modern Improvements iu diagnosis 
and methods of operation have actu- 
ally accomplished this in large num- 
bers of cases. If, however, precious 
time Is wasted by hesitating or tem- 
porizing, or by submitting to the treat- 
ment of quacks, tbe malignant growth 
not only destroys the part it has first 
attacked, but particles are carried to 
neighboring glands or to internal or- 
gans, just as the seeds of a noxious 
weed may be scattered over the whole 
garden. 


"Assuming this view to be correct, 


the directions In which Improvement 
may be looked for are two—In the first 
place, the recognition of tbe parasite, 
and, secondly, as Is now being done In 
tbe case of tuberculosis, plague, mala- 
ria and many otber diseases, the at- 
tainment of knowledge concerning Its 
life history and the conditions which 
favpr Us growth. 


A REMARKABLE EXPLOIT 


Holbein Was In Water Nearly 


Thirteen 


TRIED TO CEOSS CHANNEL 


But Collapsed When Withlu Six Miles 


of Ills Objective Point—Became 
Blind and Would Have Gone Down 
U Allowed to Keiiiiita In Water 


Dover, Eng., Aug. 2C,—Mr. Holboin,' 


who on Saturday, the anniversary of 
Captain Webb's swim from Dover to 
Calais, started from Cape Gris-Xez (be- 
tween Boulopue-Sur-Mer and Calais) in 
an attempt to swim to Dover, narrowly 
escaped drowning. 
He covered the 


course to a point withia six miles of 
Dover, and then collapsed, after having 
been in the water 12 hours and 46 min- 
utes. 


The tug which accompanied him took 


him from the water and brought him 
to Dover at 5 o'clock Sunday morning. 
He was carried to a hotel in a semi-con- 
scious, precarious state, and subse- 
Kivently, on the advice of his meclfcnl 
attendants, was removed to a hospitul, 
where he lay for some time iu a serious 
condition. 
It was found that his eye- 


sight had been badly affected by the 
salt water. 


Last night, however, he had recov- 


ered, and he announced his intention TO 
renew the attempt. 
His exploit wa.s 


very 
remarkable, 
considering the 


the roughness of the sea, and has estab- 
lished 3. record. 


Holbein wore a while cap that cov- 


ered his head and partially protected 
his face, and also a mask from brow to 
nose, in order to protect his eyes. He 
•found it Impossible to take solid food 
without swallowing Bea water, and he 
therefore subsisted mainly on raw eggs, 
as he was able to suck these while ly- 
ing on his back. 
He also took hot 


milk from a feeding bottle. 


The sea was heavy, aad there was a 


nasty swell. 
His attendants became 


seasick. 
lie swam with a powerful 


stroke, alternately on his back and on 
his breast, making a good pace. 
The 


first six miles from Cape Griz-Nez were 
covered in 2 hours aud 25 minutes. At 
sundown he found great difficulty in 
keeping a straight course. Much of the 
time he swam with his eyes closed, ow- 
ing to Irritating effects 
of the salt 


water. 


Instructions to Holbein were shouted 


through a megaphone, and powerful 
acetelyne lamps were lighted to guide 
him. 
In the middle of the channel the 


wind was fresh and the water very 
rough. At the end of the sixth hour be 
was swimn'ittig well, but he began to 
complain of an injury to his left hip, 
sustained on the rocks at Cape Gns- 
Nez, but not mentioned before. 


At this time he was about six miles 


off the British coast, and Captain Lam- 
bert was of the opinion that he might 
make Dover on the next tide. 
He con- 


tinued to swim well, mainly on his 
back. 
After 11 o'clock h was once lost 


to view for five minutes, a big wave 
having swept over^hlm. 
He kept go- 


ing steadily, but during the 10th and 
llth hours a westerly tide drifted him 
much out of BIS course, and it was cvi- 
denf that the heavy seas were having 
a bad effect. 


During the 13th 
hour his stroke 


weakened considerably. Ho was swim- 
ming with breast low iu the water, and 
head much down. 
Ho was making 


almost no progress, and seemed almost 
unable to grasp tho directions given 
him. 
Twice 
he turned completely 


round, making for tho French shore. 


At 4:"0 a. m., a council was held on 


the tug, and it was decided to take him 
out of the water. 
He was turning like 


a top, and hopelessly blind. If he had 
been left longer he must have gone 
down. 


Allowing for a zis-za? course, it is 


estimated that ho swam 20 miles. His 
next attempt he promises to make next 
year. 


• TURKEY 
ACTED QUICKLY 


Was Given Brief Tunic to Surrender 


to Claims of France 


Constantinople, Aug. 20.—M. Con- 


stans, the French ambassador, sent a 
note to tin; porte last Thursday to the 
effect that he would leave Constanti- 
nople Aug. 26, unless the French claims 
weie settled. Tewflk Pacha, the Turk- 
ish minister of foreign affairs, there- 
upon called at the French embassy and 
Informed M. Constant that the porte 
bad abandoned the idea of purchasing 
the quays, first, because couvinoed that 
the purchase would be a bad specula- 
tion tor Turkey, and, bi'cond, on ac- 
count of the financial d.ificulty involved, 
as the Ottoman government had no 
hope that the Paris market would take 
up a loan to cover the purchase. 


M. Coustaiis then gave the Ottoman 


government until Monday (today) to 
issue an irade granting the quays com- 
pany full rights and indemnity for the 
two years during which the company 
bad been deprived of those rights. 


A dispatch from Constantinople Sat- 


annoimced that an imperial trade had 
been issued, ordering that the Quays 
company should be allowed to»ex«rclsc 
freely all the rights granted by the con- 
cession.

Millions of Beef Tenderloin. 


After a pound ot well-trimmed ten- 


fieiloin has been cut into five or six 
slices remove the skic, press into round 
shapes, brush with oil or melted butter 
and broil OMT the coals about six min- 
utes, first 011 one side and then on the 
other. Season with salt, pepper, butter 
and chopped watercress nnd dress on a 
hot dish with a background of potato 
balls cooked in boiling salted water ten 
iniautes, drained and mixed with one 
cupful of butter, one tablespoonful of 
butter ci earned with the yolk of UK egg, 
a tablespoouful of lemon juice, a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley nnd half a 
tenspoonful of suit. When the cream 
mixture has thickened slightly over the 
fire the potato balls are stirred in. 


White Almond Soup. 


Cut four pounds of knuckle of veal 


into small pieces, also break the bones 
into small pieces and cook in three 
quarts of water put on cola with the 
meat and aDowed to reach just below 
the boiling point. In four hours add one 
onion, two stalks of celery, a sprig of 
parsley, a tablespoouful of salt and six 
peppercorns and cook one hour longer. 
Strain, tool, remove the fat and heat 
again. Cream together one tablespoon- 
ful of butter and uvo of cornstarch, di- 
lute with a little of the hot soup and 
cook ten minutes in the boiling soup. 
Add half a pint of cream, salt and pep- 
per to taste and one-fourth cupful of 
blanched almondd pounded fine ia a 
mortar. 


Marinaded Lamb Chops, Broiled. 


Trim the superfluous fat from the 


chops, scrape the bones and let them 
stand several hours in a marinade com- 
posed of four tablespoonfuls of oil to 
one of vinegar, a mild onion sliced, a 
tablespoouful of chopped parsley and 
half a dozen each of peppercorus and 
cloves. 
Turn them occasionally and 


when ready to broil drain and wipe 
and brush over lightly with melted but- 
ter or olive oil. Cover the ends of the 
chop bones with paper frills and serve 
around a mound of mashed potato. 


Clam Soup with Beef. 


Boil two pounds of beef brisket in 


two quarts of water with pepper, salt 
and a small onion, for two and a half 
hours. Strain ,o££ the broth and return 
it to the fire with the meat chopped 
finely and freed from fat, one pint of 
raw potato cut into dice, three dozen 
clams finely chopped, the liquor belong- 
ing to them and one teaspoonful of 
sweet marjoram. 
Take three table- 


spoonfuls of the tat skimmed from the 
broth, put it in a bowl and mix enough 
flour with it to make it the thickness of 
pie crust. EoJl this out and cut into 
Bmll dice to make the dumplings and 
add thei» last Boil until the potatoes 
are done, then add one pint of milk and 
remove from the fire. Place two hard 
boiled eggs, minced finely, in the tureen f 
belore pouring in the soup. 


PIGEONS POTTED. 
Be careful they are fresh; cleaB and 


Mason them with salt and pepper, an4 
lay them close together la a small, Aeep 
pan, for the closer ihey at* put the lew 
Latter they will take. Cover them with 
butter, tie them with a thiu paper, and 
bake them. When cold, put them to 
dry ia pots that will hold two or three 
each, and pour batter over them, using 
that which was baked aa tome; mind 
the hatter should be thick over them 
If they are done for "keeping, tbt 
pigeons would lie closer tad want lest 
butter if they are boned, and put into 
the pot in an oval form. They may be 
stuffed with forced meat, made with 
veal and bacon, etc., and they will eat 
very well. If a high seasoning is pre- 
ferred, add more allspice and a Httla 
cayenne pepper, before baking. 


COFFEE JELLY. 


Roast a quarter of a pound of th« 


kernels over a moderate fire, to a fine 
yellow; take it from fire, set aside the 
eighth part of it, and throw the rest 
into three glasses 'of nearly boiling 
water; cover it close, and let It cool. 
In the meantime, boil half a glass of 
water and pour it over the small portioa 
cf coffee, which should be ground; add 
a little isinglass; when perfectly clear, 
pour it to the other mixture. Having 
strained it through a silk sieve, filter 
the whole, and mix it with three-quar- 
ters of a pound of clarified sugar, and 
aa oance of isinglass. 


HUCKLE OE WHORTLEBERRY 


PIE. 


Clean a quart of berriea in water; 


line a butter pie dish with pie paste; 
put iu the berries half an inch deep, 
and to a quart of berries pat a capful 
of brown sugar, and half a teacup of 
water; dredge a teaspooofol of flour 
over; strew a ealtspoonful of salt over, 
and a little nutmeg, grated over; covet 
the pie; cut a slit in the centre or make 
several spall incisions on either side of 
it; trim it off neatly with a sharp knife 
and bake it in a quick oven (or three* 
quarters of an hoar. 


Spinach Souffle. 


Take a cupful of spinach left over 


floui a previous meal, season mix it 
•n ith the beaten yolk of an cg<; and stir 
it over the fire until the egg is set. Let 
it cool and when ready to serve stir 
lightly into it the well-beaten whites of 
three eggs, rill individual china cups or 
buttpred paper boxes half full and place 
them in a hot oven for ten or fifteen 
minutes. Like any souffle it will fall if 
not 
sufficiently 
baked 
or 
served 


promptly. 


Cheese Patties. 


Use a round cutter to stamp out four 


rounds from thick slices of bread and 
scoop out a piece from the centre oi 
each so that it will form a shallow cup. 
Brush with butter and brown in the 
oven, or dip into the beaten white of 
egg, spi inkle with crumbs and fry to a 
delicate brown. Boil half a cupful of 
water with two tablespoousfuls of but- 
ter, beat into it a generous half-cupful 
of grated cheese, add a dash of salt and 
pepper and let stand over hot water 
while the beaten yolk of an egg is 
stirred in. Add half a cupful of grated 
bread then put the mixture into the 
bread cupt, reheat in the oven and serve 
011 a napkin. 


TO BKOIL FRESH MACKEREL. 
Cleanse it well, and cut with n sharp 


knife a gash from head to tail, just 
su'licient on one side to clear the back- 
boae; pass iuto the incision n little 
cayrnno popper and snlt, moistened 
with clarified butter; broi! it over a 
clear fire; be particular that the bars 
of the gridiion are well rubbed over 
with MT^t. to prevent the skin of the 
mackerel adhering in tnrnins; the side's, 
being the thiouett part, will he first 
done; take olf the piidiron, and hold it 
in front of the fire for five minutes, the 
back of the fish being next the fire, and 
tho fish ^il! be thoroughly done; this is 
the readiest and most effective mode. 
Sauces same as for boiled mackerel. 


SWEDISH IlOLLS. 


Make enough dough lor one small loaf 


and roll it to the thickness of one-quar- 
ter inch. Spread with one tnblespoonful 
of soft butter, sprinkle with two table- 
spooufuls of sugar mixed with one salt- 
spoonful of (innaraon and a few cur- 
rants or minus. 
Koll hkat jelly cake, 


cut in onc-hiilf inch slices, lay fiat in a 
pan, let me til! double in size and bake. 


POUND CAKE. 


Take n ponnd of sifted sugar, ncd a 


pound of frrih butfrr; mix them with 
the Irincl ten minutes, and put to them 
nine yolks and five whites of offcs, well 
braten; work nil tocc'ther and add a 
pound of siftof flour, somo caraway 
spoils, four OUIK es of candied orange 
peel, cut into slices, n few currants, 
well cleaned; i»iv all tosether very 
Ughtly. 


SQUASHES, 


Summer squash, if very yonng, may 


be boiled whole, if not, they should be 
pared, quartered, and the seeds taken 
out. 
When boiled very tender, take 


them up, put them hi a strong cloth, 
and press out nil the water; mash them 
and salt and butter them to your taste. 
The neck part of the winter squash is 
the best Cut it hi narrow strips, take 
off the rind, and boil the squash in salt 
nnd water till tender; then drain off the 
water and let the squash steam over a 
moderate fire for ten or twelve minntes. 
It is good mashed—if mashed, add a 
little butter. 


A GOOD PLUM CAKE. 


An equal weight of butter and flour, 


a quarter of a pound of cut peels and 
citron, double the weight of butter ia 
currants, the grating of three lemons, 
and the juice of one, half a nutmeg, 
half an ounce of pudding spice, and the 
same quantity of eggs as tha weight in 
butter; beat your butter as for pound 
cake; put in a few chopped sweet al- 
monds. Paper and butter a hoop, bot- 
tom and sides; then put in your mix- 
ture; bake in a slow oven for some 
time; try it, if done, take off the hooj 
but not the paper. 


HONEYCOMB TIMBALB. 


Boil large sized macarcsi IB salted 


water and when cold cut into pieces 
oiio and i Qu5rtc-r of an inch long, inak- 
inc rinps. Butter a plain, dome-shaped 
mould aad cover it with the rings and 
fill vritn 
minced 
uncooked chicken, 


turkey or veal mixed with cream sauce. 
Add three or four eggs to the mince just 
before putting into the mould to secure 
stiffness enough to hold in shape. Cover- 
the mould with greased paper, place it 
in a pan of hot water and cook hi a 
slow oven for thirty minutes. 
TOMATO SAUCE, FOR HOT OR 
COLD MEATS. 


Put tomatoes, when perfectly ripe, 


into an earthen jar, and set it in a mod- 
erate oven till they are quite soft; then 
separate the skin from the pulp, and 
mix this with vinegar, and a few cloves 
of garlic, pounded, both of which must 
be proportioned to the quantity of fruit. 
Add salt to your taste. Keep the mix- 
ture in small, wide-mouthed bottle^, 
well corked, and in a dry, cool place. 


KKOMESKIES. 


Mince any white meat like fowl or 
veal and dissolve three sheets of gelatine 
in cold milk. Add to it a gjll of white 
sauce, a dessertspoonful of cream, cay- 
enne, nutmeg and salt. Boil up aad stir 
in the meat and put it on a plate to cool. 
Cut some very thin slices of fat bacon 
ana roll each about a portion of th* 
mixture about the size of a good-sized 
cork stopper. Dip in batter and fry in 
deep, hot fat. 


COUNTESS PUDDING. 


For this pudding use two eggs, their 


weight in flour and batter, half th« 
weight in fine sugar, two tablespoonfuU 
of jam and half a teaspoonful of car- 
bonate of soda. Beat the butter to a 
cream aud add the sugar and the eggs, 
one by one. Stir in the flour and the 
jam and lastly the soda, steam in n 
well-greased mould for an hour and a 
half, torn out and serve with a sweet 
sauc. 


POTATO BREAD. 


Boil a quantity of potatoes; drafa 


them well, strew over them a small 
quantity of salt, and let them remain 
in the vessel in which they were boiled. 
clo«ely covered, for an hour, which 
makes them 
mealy; then peal and 


pound them as smooth as flour. A3d 
four pounds of potatoes to six of wheat 
flour, nnd make it into dough with yeast. 
in the way that bread is generally 
made. Let it stand three hours to rise. 


TOMATO PUNCH. 


Brhig slowly to the boiling point half 


a cnn of tomatoes, one pint of water, 
the juice of one lemon, three apples, 
sliced, one cup of granulated sugar and 
one-fourth teaspoonful of ground giajer. 
Boil five minutes, then pass through a 
fine sieve, add two ounces of candied 
ginger, chopped fine and freeze, usirifc 
thr^c parts of ice to one of salt Servt 
with roasted meats.

We are 
anxiously awaiting information from 
the court of inquiry to kno\v whom to 
blame for the victory at Santiago, and 
up come the Spaniards with a dispute 
as to whom to praise for the defeat 
of Spanish ships. A dispatch by ca- 
ble from Madrid tells us that at a ban- 
quet at Bilbao Commandant Concas, 
formerly Captain of the cruiser Vis- 
caya, declared that 
the disaster at 


Santiago was due to the action of 
politicians, whereupon the civil gov- 
ernor of the town, Senor Galvut, de- 
clared that the naval officers alone 
were responsible for both Cavlte and 
Santiago^ 


And with a touch of pleasantry the 


dispatch 
adds, "The incident 
has 


caused a painful sensation," 


Truly that battle has 
caused a

in

country and in Spain. But it Is re- 
freshing- to see that the Spanish war 
has not been wasted, and that the 
Spaniards are following our example 
as rapidly as may be. 


Spain does not yet come to a court of 


inquiry, but when it does, we may be 
sure that It will have taken lessons of 
us, and that everything possible will 
have been done to make the affair an 
interesting one. Spain may even de>- 
si-e to import our Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Hackett. In which case, it 
is to be hoped that our government

Men Who Make a Gooil UT!B* Out at, 


Strike*. 


There are a great many facts con- 


nected with labor strikes that seldom 
become public, facts that are noticed 
only by those who are In constant 
touch with these struggles between the 
mechanic acd his employer. Many of 
them are of a serious nature, bnt not 
Infrequently there is the humorous side 
to the story, cays the Philadelphia 
Evening Telegraph. Possibly one of 
the best of the latter class was detail- 
ed by a prominent railroad man who- 
has been mixed up iu strike troubles in 
many sections of the country. 
, 


He was talking to some friends about' 


the great steel strike now in progress 
when he said, "Did you ever notice 
what a number of curious people are 
brought together whenever a strike oc-, 
curs?" Waiting for an answer and see- 
Ing only that his friends expected a 
story, he continued: "Yes; there are a 
number of them. There is the strike 
breaker, the strike loafer and several 
others who have a class of tlieir own. 
These individuals fairly live on strikes. 
It Is their one business in life to follow 
them up, and they drift from ocean to 
ocean while plying their vocation. 


"Take the strike breaker. He Is a 


eort of professional. Having learned 
that a strike is In progress, he Imme- 
diately puts himself in communication 
with the capital end of it and proposes 
to go to work for from one to three 
weeks at regular wages, but with a 
goodly sized bonus attached. 51s posi- 
tion seldom lasts more than three 
weeks. He does not want it to, for at 
the end of that time he finds himself 
possessed of « few dollars with which- 
to go on a spree until he is ready to go 
to the next striking center. 


"But your strike loafer—there's a 


character for you. He has a scheme 
for living without doing any work at 
all and at the same time finds himself 
voted a good fellow. He has no trade 
and is anything but a mechanic, but he 
gets there. It matters not to him 
whether It be railroad hands, machin- 
ists, garment workers or what not on 
strike, he is at home in any communi- 
ty. All that Is necessary for him to 
know Is that a strike Is in progress. 
He will accomplish the rest in short 
order. 


"The first business of the strike loafer 


Js to approach the agent who is look- 
ing for men to take the strikers' places. 
It is little trouble for him to obtain 
promise of employment, and he Is sent 
off to the field of action. Now is when 
he begins his fine work. On arriving 
at the shop he looks around, takes off 
his coat as though he was going to 
work and then in a surprised way sud- 
denly learns that a strike is in progress. 
On goes his coat again, and, npproach- 
Ing the foreman, he will immediately 
declare that he has been cheated, add- 
ing that no man could get him to work 
In the placa of a man who was striking 
in order to better the condition of the 
laboring classes. 


"Arguments are useless. The man Is 


determined, and out he goes directly 
from the shop to the strikers' headquar- 
ters. To sympathetic ears he tells a 
story as to how he was deceived by the 
agent who engaged him and how thor- 
oughly against his principles it would 
be to go to work In a striker's place. 
Incidentally he tells what an awful 
time he had in escaping from the shop 
where, he declares, even force was used 
to detain hi in. 


"Of course there is a hurrah among 


the strikers, who are immediately ready 
to lionize the man. He is carefully quar- 
tered and fed for a week or two, and 
money is given him to help him out un- 
til he can obtain other employment. He 
remains as long as there is a good liv- 
ing coming to him freely, but as soon 
as that shows signs of stopping he de- 
parts to look for another soft thing in 
tile way of a strike."

Straus on the Forte's Dispute 


With France. 


WAB WOULD INVOLVE ALL EUBOPE 


IT COMES HIGH. 


Lipton'n E»pen«e« Trying- to Lift the

Former Valted State* MinUter to 


Turkey 8071 That Alignment of 
Other Nfttlonn Will Determine Oat- 
came of Situation Menacing Euro- 
pean Fe«ce«Cai»e of the Trotible. 
Oscar S. Straus, formerly United 


States minister to Turkey and perhaps 
better posted concerning the sultan and 
hla dominions tlian any other New 
Yorker, believes the Franco-Turkish 
situation will develop in accordance 
with the manner In which tie other 
European powers align themselves. 


"Both France and Turkey are erratic 


at times," said Mr. Straus to a New 
York OHerald reporter. 
"France has 


home problems to solve, and it is im- 
possible to say how great an effect this 
will have upon Its position !n the Med- 
iterranean. Then, too, much will de- 
pend upon the attitude of England, 
Austria, Roumanla and Greece, with 
Russia, of course, the most Important 
factor outside of the iwo principals. 


"It looks more serious now than it 


was before," Mr. Straus continued, re- 
ferring to a cable dispatch in which it 
was announced that France is ready to 
make a naval demonstration before 
Constantinople. 
"I am familiar with 


the Franco-Turkish dispute, as the in- 
cidents which brought it about were be- 
Ing discussed while I was In Constan- 
tinople. About ten years ago French- 
men obtained a concession for the build- 
ing of docks at Constantinople. A large 
company then formed with French cap- 
ital interested, and the docks were 
built This made It possible for ships 
to land freight at the wharfs instead 
of discharging in midstream, as previ- 
ously had been done. It is a great im- 
provement The docks were completed 
three years ago, and then the conces- 
Bionnaires, who are known as the Quay 
company, endearored to enforce the 
rights that had been obtained from the 
Turkish government, compelling all 
vessels to discharge at the docks and 
to pay a heavy tonnage fee.' 


"This bore upon all foreign com- 


merce, and the representatives of the 
other nations, notably England. Aus- 
tria, Roumania and Greece—Russia re- 
maining 
neutral—protested 
against 


these charges as conflicting, with 
treaties of commerce. The treaties 
practically provide that there fehall be 
one-eighth per cent Import duty on all 
goods entering Turkey, and that there 
shall be no other charges imposed. 


"The situation grew acute and It 


placed the Turkish government In a 
very unfortunate position. The con- 
cessions of the Quay company and the 
treaties of commerce/ are undoubtedly 
In direct conflict. To yield to the 
Quay company—that Is, to yield to 
France—wa» to invite the immediate 
co-operative opposition of the other 
powers having commerce treaties. The 
sultan found himself in an awkward 
difficulty, and thus far has not been 
able to extricate himself. 


"M. Constans, ihe French embassa- 


dor, Is well known for bis ability and 
aggressiveness. He was minister of 
the interior when Boulangerism threat- 
ened France, and it was due to his 
statesmanship that what threatened to 
bring about a crisis was ridiculed into 
obscurity. It appears that M. Constans 
has been assured recently that the con- 
cessions granted to the Quay company 
will be enforced by the sultan, and 
these promises have been 'postponed,' 
to use a mild word. The situation in 
that respect Is not much unlike the one 
produced by our Indemnity claims, .but 
the promises made to us were so defi- 
nite that we succeeded in having them 
respected. 


"Doubtless the sultan is desirous of 


relieving the situation by purchasing 
the docks from the Quay company, 
but the amount required for this is 
fiboqt 50,000,000 francs, and it is not 
easy for him to obtain the money. The 
docks will be of little value as revenue 
producers unless the charges on com- 
merce can be enforced, and whether 
the docks are controlled by the French 
or by the Turkish government the en- 
forcement of those charges will bring 
up the conflict I have referred to. 


"Tlte situation has a very serious 


side, inasmuch as the objecting coun- 
tries—namely, England, Austria, Rou- 
mnnla and Greece—in pursuance of 
whose protests the sultan has taken 
his present stand, are morally bound to 
side with Turkey. 
I use the word 


'morally' in the ordinary sense, though 
I question whether it should be used in 
respect to international matters. 


"No doubt the sultan could find some 


means of supplying himself with cash 
to buy the quays. To be sure, the peo- 
ple of Turkey are already heavily tax- 
ed, and most of the country's revenues 
have been pledged, but the sultan if 
pressed to an extremity will get the 
money." 


"Is it probable that the two countries 


Will resort to hostilities?" 


"That is a question which I would 


prefer .not to answer. 
Much will de- 


pend upon the affairs of Europe for the 
next fortpigbt. Still, you ask me as to 
tbe probabilities. I will sny that the 
probabilities are all in favor of a peace- 
ful settlement. Of course the situation 
Is one of great seriousness, containing 
on element of danger, but, on the other 
hand, there are many things that will 
make for peace. The sultan is toler- 
ated in Europe. He knows that before 
E hostile gun is fired Turkey will be 
assured that it has strong support. 
War 
between those two countries 


would moan a general European con- 
flagiation, and Europe Is not icady for 
that conflagration."

HOSPITAUJASEBALL 


Nine Innings Played in Spite 


of Rain and Slippery 


Grounds 


WON BY KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS 


By the Score of 9 to 8. Many Tickets 


Sold and a Large Crowd Present. 


A Game Where Every Good 


Play Was Phenomenal 


Through n'ne innings 
of slushy, 


slippery slimy baseball, the athletes 
of the Knights of Columbus and Berk- 
shire clubs struggled on for the bene- 
fit of the hospital and the grim satis- 
faction of winning the game Saturday 
afternoon. The great game was played 
in spite of the rain which poured for 
eight innings steadily, and resulted in 
a victory for the Knights, by the score 
of 9 to 8. And it was a great game 
indeed. 


Probobly nothing of the kind has 


ever attracted so general an interest in 
the city before as did this game. Had 
the day been pleasant, the park fences 
would have bulged with the crowd. As 
it was. the attendance was lai'ge, and 
many stood through *t all, sheltered 
onJy by umbrellas which could not 
protect them from the driving rain. 


Just how much the hospital 
will 


benefit cannot be told Until the final 
accounts are made out, but it will 
probably be o\-er $200. Many tickets 
were sold to persons who stayed away 
from the game on accoui-t of the rain, 
while the gale at the gate was sur- 
prisingly large. It is probable that the 
returns wUl all be in by tomorrow. 


As a. baseball game, it was a sur- 


prising success, in spitifi of the diffi- 
culties under which the teams played. 
It was a game '"for blood," as well as 
for the hospital. 
This was seen in 


the first inning, when both sides got 
down to business without nearly as 
much of the mutual "jollying" as was 
anticipated. 
Both sides 
had 
made 


huge boasts, and a good deal of money 
is supposed to have been put up, not 
for the benefit of the hospital, al- 
though some of the winners said they 
intended to turn what they made over 
to swell the fund to be presented to 
the hospital. 


Neither team took any chances, and 


the result was a fast, close game, with 
plenty of exciting passages, and much 
clean sport. Some of the old timers 
on the teams played excellent games, 
and everyone played his best every 
minute of the time 


But the rain gave the contest many 


amusing features, amusing at least to 
those In the grand stand who, were 
high and dry and comfortable. The 
rain held off during the first inning, 
but during the second 
it began to 


sr "inkle, and then to rain, and finally 
it poured. 
Some thought the game 


would be ca-led, but the players were 
made of sterner stuff. Like the boy 
who stood on the burning deck, the 
clubmen never turned a hair, but kept 
on, with clothing soaked through and 
the field so slippery that it was im- 
possible to move quickly without fall- 
ing 


At the beginning of the third inning 


someone provided a mackintosh for 
the umpire, who went on with bis 
work without a murmur. 


As the game progressed, the bats 


became so sfippery that the players 
could hardly swing them safely, and 
time after time a vicious swipe which 
struck nothing more solid than r-ain- 
drops slipped from the hands of the 
batsmen and were thrown many feet. 
There were half a dozen balls used up 
during the game, while bags of saw- 
dust were provided to repair the con- 
dition of the bases, the batter's* bos 
and the pitcher's box. 


Every time the ball was struck after 


the fifth inning it sent out a cloud of 
spray, while knocking a grounder was 
like skimming a flat stone over the 
surface of a pond. 


The wetness of things Lv 
general 


made the game a quieter one than was

Repair Work Progressing 


As might be expected the old town of 


Adams, which was visited by thfa most 
calamitous flood in. its history on last 
Tuesday, was the center of interest to 
all Berkshire county people Sunday, 
and it is estimated that fully 10,000 
people visited the scenes of the great 
catastrophe. Ever since last Tuesday 
people from this city and vicinity have 
been making trips to the town and 
despite the wet -weather Jt is thought 
the daily average of visitors number- 
ed 1000. However an idea may be 
gained as to the number of local visit- 
ors who were thore Sunday, when it is 
learned that, beginning early in the 
morning the Hoosac Valley street rail 
way company, employed extra help; 
and all its cars, inc/adlng the open 
and even the closed cars were pressed 
into service. 
The cars were run on 


the 20 minute schedule and they were 
crowded all day long. The Boston & 
Albany trains on the local branch also 
did a rushing business between this 
city and Pittsfield. An astimate of the 
southern, Berkshire visitors is conser- 
vative when placed c.t 500. Beside the 
railroad traffic many people drove in 
teams. 


It was a day adapted to the picture 


taking man and every possessor of a 
machine from the pocket kodack to 
the full sized camera, was at work se- 
curing views. The ISO employes of the 
town had done considerable in the 
way of repairs, but the disaster was 
such that the work did not have any 
material effect on the aspect. 


Leaving the street cars at the cor- 


ner of Hoosac and Columbia streets, 
people in crowds filled the 
terrace 


about Berkshire mill No 1 and viewed 
the weaving department 011 the first 
floor, where 500 loems stand covered 
with mud and rust and with belts 
hanging loose on tne shafting. That 
section flooded by Tophet and the Mil- 
ler brooks is still in a deplorable state 
and the extent of the ravage, caused 
the sightseers to express utter amaze- 
ment and sympathy. 


All places where the most damage 


was done were visited, but probably 
the landslides on Greylock and the 
Bassett reservoir, attracted the largest 
number of visitors. To g«t to either 
of these places, it was necessary to 
walk at least a mile and a half from 
the center of the village, but the walk 
was overlooked by the people in their 
eagerness to see the full extent of the 
ruin. 


At Greylock an 
interesting thing 


happened when a party of men and 
boys and ev^n a few girls, climbed up 
the largest landslide ari(J went on the 
summit. The slide is a-little south of 
the summit but the ascent, while very 
steep up the slide may be made in 
half the time it takes to follow the 
circuitous route. Some fortunate hun- 
ters examined the rocky floor of the 
slide and with chisels and hammers 
chippad off pieces of stone which they 
believe contain valuable ore. 


Today the selectmen have had the 


work of 'repairs 
continued and the 


number of shovelters and teamsters 
hus been greatly 
augmented. 
The 


work is still that of temporary, yet in 
some places complete repair work is 
being done. Extra large orders for 
shovels and oth«r tools have now been 
filled so that more rapid work may be 
done as this week roes by and next 
Sunday will see a great change and 
the town's hustle will have been de- 
monstrated. 


The idea of circulating a subscrip- 


tion paper for the needy flood suffer- 
ers as suggested in Saturdy's Trans- 
cript has met with approval and al- 
ready initiative action has been taken. 
It is proposed to circulate the paper 
among those who are able to pay and 
then the selectmen might act as a com 
mittee to distribute the funds, accord- 
ing to the needs of the different prop- 
erty, owners and tenants who deserve 
assistance. 


At St. Thomas church Sunday, the 


pastor, Rev, T H. McLaughlin alluded 
to the great calamty and urged the 
people to offer thanks to God that the 
a'ugel of death had not made known 
his presence among the townspe°P!e 
during the disaster and to pray that 
sickness and disease, which -are apt to 
follow jas a result of the damage to 
the water supply and sewage system, 
be warded off. He also urged concert 
ed action for relief by the town and all 
its churches and other organizations. 


One of the first active plans to aid 


the needy sufferers is that of a com- 
mittee of which Walter Reed of Provi- 
dence, R. I., is most prominent. He is 
a cracker drummer, one of the best 
known traveling men In this vicinity, 
who on a number of previous "ccaslons 
has contributed his share in the way 
of benefit entertainments. 
He is a 


leader as an amateur impersonator,

of Genius," maintains the thesis that 
genius ia a variety of insanity and a 
product of degeneration. Lombroso him- 
self appreciates the na+ura! shrinking of 
the raind from such a conclusion, and he 
makes this reply to those who object to 
his theory on sentimental grounds: 


"But our nature, It is customary to 


say, revolts against a conception which 
tends to lower tliu most sublime mani- 
festation of humanity to the level of the 
Borrowtully degenerate, to idiocy and in- 
sanity. It Is sad, I do not deny, but has 
not nature caused to grow from similar 
germs, and on the same clod of earth the 
nettle and the jasmine, the aconite and 
the rose?" 


Degeneration as described by Lorn,' 


broso has many signs. Among these is 
extraordinary shortness of stature or 
srnallness of body. He enumerates a 
long list of men of great genius who have 
been famous for shortness of stature. 


"Forsetfulness 
is another of 
the 


characters of genius. It is said that 
Newton once rdmmed his niece's finger 
into his pipe; when he left his room to 
geek for anything he usually returned 
.without bringing it. 


I "Rouelle when performing an experi- 
ment during a lecture said to his hear- 
ers: 


, " 'You see, gentlempn, this caldron 
over the flame? Well, if I were to leave 
off stirring it an explosion would at once 
•occur which would make us all jump." 
While saying these words he did not fail 
to forget to stir and the prediction was 
accomplished; the explosion took place 
with a fearful noise; the laboratory win- 
dows were all smashed, and the audience 
fled to the garden. 
! "Sir EveraijJ Home relates that he 


j once suddenly lost his memory for half 


an hour, and was unable to recognize the 
house and tlie street in which he lived; 
be could not recall the name of the 
street and seemed to hear it for the first 
time. 


"It is told of Ampere that when travel-

Of 
Bishop Mnoeter it is said that, seeing at 
tbe door of bis own antechamber the no- 
tice. 'The master of the house is out,' he 
[remained there awaiting his own return. 
1 "The tendency to melancholy ia com- 
mon to tbe majority of thinkers, and de- 
pends on their hyperaesthesia. It is pro- 
verbially said that to feel sorrow more 
than other men constitutes the crown of 
thorns of genius. 


"Among men of genius we often find 


the phenomena which characterize that 
disorder termed by alienists folie du 
donte, one of the varieties of melancholia. 
In thia form of insanity tbe subject has 
every appearance cf mental health; ha 
reasons, writes and speaks like other peo- 
ple; everything, goes well until he has to 
execute a definite action, and in this he 
finds all sorts of Imaginary dangers. 
, "When Johnson walked along 
the 


streets of London, he ~was compelled to 
touch every post he passed. If he omit- 
ted one, lie bad to return. He always 
went in or out of a* door or passage in 
Gucli a Way that either his right or his 
left foot (BoswcJl was not certain, which) 
should be the first to cross tbe threshold. 
When he made any mistake in the move- 
ment, he would return and, having satis- 
factorily performed the feat, rejoin his 
companions with the a!r of a man who 
hod got something off his mind. 


"Napoleon I could not pass through a 


street even at the head of his army with- 
out counting and adding up the rows of 
windows, jfanzoni, in a letter addressed 
to Giorgio Briane which has become fa- 
mous, dechiBed that he was incapable of 
giving himself np to politics because he 
did not know how to decide on anything. 
He was always in a state of uncertainty 
before every resolution, even the most 
trifiing1. He was afraid of drowning in 
the smallest puddle and conk] never re- 
solve to go out alone. 


"Newton, of whom it was truly said 


that his miad conquered the human race, 
was in old age aflicted by mental disor- 
der, 
though of a less serious character 


than that of Swirt." 


It is very interesting to see Lombroso's 


classification of great men into "insane 
men of genius" and "sane men of gen- 
ins." Under the head of insane and par- 
tially insane geniuses are included the 
poet Tasso, Cardan, the great mathe- 
matician; 
Socrates, Rousseau, Dean 


Swift, Mohammed, Charles VII, Giorda- 
no Bruno, Sir Isaac Nesvton (at least in 
his later years), Edgar Allan Poe, Walt 
Whitman, Napoleon, Comte, the philoso- 
pher; Schapenliauer, Coleridge, Savona- 
rola, Luther, Dante, Julius Caesar, Fred- 
erick the Great — in fact, the majority of 
tbe names most conspicuous in history. 
i In many cases Lombroso regards as in- 
dication of insanity peculiarities and ec- 
centricities which most people consider 
to be only oddities ot character, having 
no relation to insanity. 


Under the bend of sane geniuses Lom- 


broso finds but few, among those he 
mentions being, however, some very 
great names, as, for instance, Galilei, 
Leonardo da Vinci, Voltaire, Machia- 
velli, Michael Angelo and Darwin. Ap- 
parently be also counts Shakespeare as a. 
•one genius.— New York Journal.

DEATH OF L I, BROWN 


End Came at His Home in 


Adams Sunday After 


Long Illness 


STORY OF HIS ACTIVITIES 


The Founder of Many Industries, the 


Benefactor of His Town, Known 


as the "Grand Old Man" of 


Adams. 
Mourning in 


Northern Berkshire 


Lev! L. Brown of Adams, for many 


years one of the most prominent nianu 
facturers of Berkshire county, and 
well known throughout tho state anil 
beyond, died yesterday morning at 8 
o'clock at his home. Although it was 
known that he was ill the public was 
not aware of the seriousness of his 
condition, and the news of bis death 
camo as a surprise to many. It was 
caused by a complication of diseases 
with which he had suffered since last 
May, Until recently his condition was 
not considered serious, but last Friday 
there was a decided change for the 
worse, and from that time there was 
no hope of recovery. He became un- 
conscious on Saturday and so remained 
to the time of his death. His family 
with the exception of one son, W. L. 
Brpwn, of New Kochelle, N. Y., were 
at his bedside when he breathed his 
last. 


The death of Mr, Brown will be 


keenly feit in his town and county, 
and far beyond the limits of both. Kis 
forceful personality and 'arge busi- 
ness interests made him a commanding 
figure and one that will be greatly 
missed. 


At the time of his death 
he was 


president of the Renfrew Manufactur- 
ing company of Adams, the Windsor 
company of tms city, 
a director of 


the Cheshire Sand Glass company, the 
Cheshire Shoe company, the First Na- 
tional bank of Adam? anil the I,. TV 
Brown Paper company, and v:cc-pre?i 
dent of the South Adams savings bank. 
He was a vestryman of Si. Mark's 
church, a charter member of the Union 
league club of New York, 
and 
a 


member of Berkshire lodge of Masons 
of Adaras. 


Levi L. Brown was bom in the town 


of Adams, May 20, 1S2G. He -vvas the son 
'f'f Mr. and Mrs, Itufus Biown, cuid t;(o 
great gran-ls-in of Lev! ::rown, one of 
tho eai'l'est settlors of -he town, \\ho 
came there at the same time with Mr. 
Howland, 
the great crar.d father of 


Mr. 
Brown's wife. His father died 


when he was a child. 


He attended the schools of Adams, 


and 
when 19 years of age went to 


Dalton 
to learn the paper making 


trade in the Crane mil's. He delight- 
ed in the work and in after years re- 
ferred to the two years he spent in 
learning the trade as #!<$ "high school" 
Beginning in the rag room, he worked 
up through every department in the 
mills, learning the business thoroughly 
as only a man can who has the l:pen- 
est Interest in his work who loves it, 
| 


His first thought, on completing his j 


education in paper making, 
was to 


start in business for himself. To this 
end he looked over various fields and 
it was at this time that Adams nearly 
lost 
the man whose business ability 


proved to be so strong a factor jn its 
growth. 


His attention was called to Ballston, 


N. Y., as a desirable place for a paper 
factory, on account of the water ad- 
vantages and a wealthy man there of- 
fered 
him the use of all the canital 


that was necessary. He went there 
and looked over the place, and was 
favorably Impressed with it, A sec- 
ond time he went there with one of 
his uncles and had almost decided to 
locate thore, when a family conference 
was held which decided the matter. 


His two uncles, "William and Dan- 


iel Jenks, of[er<-3 him their resources, 
and it was final y decido3 that the pa- 
per mill be star.ed in .Adams. It was 
this decision which meant so much for 
Adams today, 
as well as for North 


Adams. 


For 
the starting of th? mill Mr, 


Brown 
borrowed his mother's and 


sister's portions of the estate left by 
his father put it with Us own, with 
the land for the mill which was owned 
by his mother, 
while the t\vo uncles 


furnished the saw m>li and grist mill 
which stood there, and the water pnv- 
ile^e. 


Mr. Brown 
took a. half interest in 


the enterprise and the two unc'^s the 
ether haif. Tt is estimated that the 
total capital was about §26,000. 


This 
was the beginning. In 
3S4S 


'hey began to build and the following 
jear the mill was started. Mr. Brown 
was 
in charge of eveiytbing at first, 


acting as manager, t>ook-kecpcr, and 
genera' overseer. 


From the first the 'Business prosper- 


ed. Every year it grew a little, 
Mr. 


Brown acting as salesman for its out- 
put. 
The company 
invested !n real 


estate 
locally and lat°r invested in 


Pennsylvania 
oil lands clearing fully 


$150,000. 


All this time there hMd been no In- 


corporated company, but in 1S73 it was 
decided 
to organize end the L, I,. 


Brown paper company was incorporat- 
ed with L. L. Brown president. 
Six 


years lat^r both of Mr. Biown's uncles 
died 
and he became tj)<. chief owner 


of the property, 
carrying U on along 


the snme successful linos, and Increas- 
ing its output from time to time. 


Gradually Mr. Brown began t'o In- 


terest himself in other great enter- 
prises. In 18^2 he hc-lp"'l organize the 
Fireman 
manufacturing 
company 


with 
its plant in North Adams and 


was also one of the leaders In the re- 
organization 
which started the plant 


i again in 1891 as the Windsor manufac- 
| luring company, after a temporary sus 
| pension. 


Mr. Brown 
has been president of 


this 
company since Us organization 


which --osition he held a' his death. 


About 1870 he led in the oruattiza- 


tion 
of the Renfrew manufacturing 


company of Adams, which under his 
presidency and active leadership has 
I rosporert as did ncnr'y every enter- 
prise In which Mr Brown was a factor. 


He helped organize and was senior 


partner in the firm of llrown, Wood & 
Kinsman of Boston, Now York, Phil- 
ndulphla and Chicago, 
a dry goods 


commission 
house which for eom» 


years handled the product of 15 or 
BO large mills. 


He was also one of tj«f> chief organ- 


izers of the Whiting- paper company 
of Hoiyoko of which ha was president 
for 
some years. This industry was 


started when Mr. Bro^n gave Mr. 
Whiting a check for $70,800 to buy uo 
an old wire mill which was converted 
Into the first paper mill ever owned by 
the 
company. Mr. Brown's connec- 


tion 
with this company ended some 


years ago. 


When tho old Berksnire bank, now 


the First national bank of Adams, was 
organized. Mr. Brown was one of the 
leaders 
in it and became one of its 


(^Vectors. It was at 
Mr. Brown's 


suggestion, when the government is- 
sued its f-rst loan during the civil war, 
that this bank telegraphed to Wash- 
ington for $1,000,000 of tho loan. This 
was the first subscript;jn for the loan, 
and 
Secretary Chase long preserved 


*he dispatch from the bank, saying as 
he showed it to many m those trouble- 
some days:' 


"See what a little bfnk in Massa- 


chusetts has done." 


Mr. 
Bron-n was also one of the 


founders of thb South \dams savings 
bank, of which ho vvas vice-president 
at the timo of his death. 


Besides these, Mr. Brown had many 


other interests, which thcugh large in 
themselves were not considered main 
interests by Mr. Brown. Perhaps the 
chief of these wag the organizing of 
the American Zylonite company, with 
rhe plant at Zylonite. lie was 'one of 
the founders and directors of this, and 
maintained 
some interest in the cor- 


porations 
which followed the Zy'o- 


nite company in the p'arjt when the 
business was sold. 


It 
would be almost impossible to 


mention even all the 'other companies 
in which Mr, Brown had been inter- 
ested. He was importuned to take in- 
terests in many concerns and in small 
ways 
had a share in the welfare of 


many a corporation outside ff Adams 
and this section. His interests in the 
Cheshire shoe company and Cheshire 
Sand Glass company were among the 
most important of his minor inter- 
ests.

can be no doubt that this 


case had worn much on the minj of 
Mr Brown and perhaps that it had has- 
tp^ied his death. He had

hope that it would be speedily settled 
and 
that the truth would be fully 


known. He carried his, burdens with 
great self possession, . however, and 
showed l.tllo outward worry over the 
entanglement of his affairs in this way
